'Ihey are placed 
iii the wheel, which is sealed with 
three* seals and locked 'Hie wheel 
is locked in a special cabinet, Two 
keys, each held by different persons, 
are required to reach the names. 
Names placed In the wheel are 
drawn at least 30 days before the 
first term of court within a given 
year. Tile number. 350. is set by the 
county court as the number that will 
be needed for Ute year The figure 
is based on previous experience, the 
population of the county, and the 
number of cases expected 
Qualified Electors 
All of the 350. according to law., 
must be qualified electors, and "sober, 
intelligent and judicious persons.” 
The selection is made from elec­ 
tors throughout Ute county, based 
on a proportion worked out accord­ 
ing to the population of the political 
subdivisions of the county. Under 
that proportion Abbottstown, for ex­ 
ample. will have four in the jury 
wheel, 
while

Discuss C ommissioner 
It was learned that a final in­ 
spection will be made by the high­ 
way and borough officials, and coun­ 
cil agreed that if and when the in­ 
spection is held, a representative of 
the council or all of its members, 
accompany the inspectors.
